Laura Volberding, Maricet Development Manager for GTE met 
with Bennett in efforts to offer solutions to these problems, fa 
additicm Volberding spent time getting acquainted with the city 
and spoke at the December Chamber of Commerce meeting. 

At the City Council meeting, Volberding acknowledged the 
uniqueness of Sierra Madre and said, “This is a place where pet^le 
listen to one another ” She spoke on the main issues as brought 
fcuth by Bennett and the soluticms GTE plans to offer. 

The Sierra Madre GTE phone book is published each Decem¬ 
ber and can not be changed for this year. Volberding admitted 
the “Inside Look” section was in fact weak. “On belalf of GTE, 

I am deeply sorry fw that” She also announced that GTE wiD do 
everything possible for next ye»’s content. Volberding testified 
that she and some representatives will spend time getting to know 
the city. They will also look into accepting pictures from local 
photographers for the “Inside Look” section. 

Concerns of surrounding cities being listed in the white pages 
in the Sierra Madre GTE Directory were also faced. Currently the 
Public Utilities CommissiMi (P.U.C.) regulates the directories and 
requires them to cover local areas. GTE will petition the P.U.C. 
in efforts so that the Sierra Madre directory will feature only Si-

Rain Not Hurting City 


The rain is pouring 
down, and making a mess 
of the freeways, but many 
of the annoying hazards 
inherent in storms simply 
haven’t affected Sierra 
Madre over the past week, 
knock on wood. 

Said Public Works Su¬ 
pervisor John Davidson, 
“We’ve had about five 
inches of rain, and no dam¬ 
age whatsoever to City 
property. We’ve had no 
trees down, and no walls 
down. Basins are filling 
up, so we’re getting good 
water for future use. This 
has been a nice opportu¬ 
nity to collect good water.” 

According to Davidson, 
a key element has been the 
fact that although the rain 
has been coming down 
hard, there hasn’t been 
much wind. “The winds 
have been very kind to us,” 
said Davidson. Typically, 
the problems inherent with 
storms, such as downed 


telephone poles, are due to 
a combination of wet soil 
and high winds. 

In the meantime, the 
Public Works Department 
is staying on top of the 
weather situation. The City 
monitors the weather 
through the Forest Service, 
and also monitor storm 


channels to make sure the 
passages are not clogged 
by debris, which they’re 
not, at this point. Every¬ 
thing is in top working or¬ 
der. Concluded Davidson, 
“Everything is going very 
well, but we’re ready and 
prepared for anything that 
might come up.”

Christmas is a time of 
joy, happiness, and good¬ 
will. It’s a time of giving 
and helping those who are 
less fortunate than our¬ 
selves. For the past 48 
years, the United States 
Marine Corps, is the un¬ 
challenged leader in look¬ 
ing after America’s needy 
children at Christmas. 

In 1947, Major Bill 
Hendricks, with the sup¬ 
port of members of his Los 
Angeles Marine Corps 
Reserve Unit, collected 
and distributed 5,000 toys 
to needy children. Bill’s 
program was so successful 
that in 1948, the Marine 
Corps adopted it and ex¬ 
panded it nationwide as the 
U.S. Marine Corps Re¬ 
serve Toys for Tots pro¬ 
gram. In the intervening 
years. Marines have con¬ 
ducted 48 successful cam¬ 
paigns, collecting and dis¬ 
tributing over 200,000,000 
toys. 

Throughout its history. 
Toys for Tots has enjoyed 
the support of many fa¬ 
mous personalities. Walt 
Disney designed the logo, 
and Nat “King” Cole and 
Peggy Lee recorded the 
Toys for Tots song. Bob 
Hope, John Wayne, 
Brooke Shields, and 
Johnny Carson are but a 
few of the many celebrities 
who have used their time, 
talent, and names to pro¬ 
mote Toys for Tots. 

Sierra Madre got in¬ 


volved in Toys for Tots 
last year, when Chief Joe 
Surgent, who is on the pro¬ 
motional council for the 
Chamber of Commerce 
and has a son in the Marine 
Cbrps Reserves, brought 
up the idea. Last year. Si¬ 
erra Madre businesses col¬ 
lected five big barrels of 
toys. Said Surgent, who 
distributed the bins this 
year, “I think we’re going 
to do it on a regular basis, 
and I think it’s a nice time 
to help out. It doesn’t take 
a lot of effort.” 

Toys for Tots is coordi¬ 
nated locally by 
Leiutenant Curtis 
Loberger and Gunny Ser¬ 
geant Pedro Moreno, who 
gathered some 40,000 toys 
last year just in their area, 
which is roughly east of 
Glendale, west of 
Claremont, and north of 
the 10 freeway. Said 
Loberger, “The response 
and the support is getting 
better and better.” 

The Marines distribute 
an average of 7,000,000 
toys annually, bringing the 
joy of Christmas to nearly 
3,500,000 needy children. 
They pick up, sort, and 
store new, unwrapped 
toys, and distribute them to 
local social welfare agen¬ 
cies, churches, and hospi¬ 
tals. While the Marines or¬ 
ganize, coordinate, and 
manage the program, its 
ultimate success depends 
on the support of the local 
community and the gener¬ 


osity of people who donate 
toys. 

Last year. The Bottle 
Shop’s owner Bill Sullivan 
donated toys to a couple of 
bins. Inspired by the suc¬ 
cess of the program, he 
decided to put a bin out at 
The Bottle Shop. He is one 
of several Sierra Madre 


residents participating in 
the program. Said 
Sullivan, “It looked like a 
really good fundraiser, so 
we got involved. We’ve 
had a really good response 
so far.”

A vehicle eastbound on 
Sierra Madre Boulevard 
struck a pedestrian Tues¬ 
day afternoon at approxi¬ 
mately 5:00 p.m.. The 14 
year old victim was trans¬ 
ported to Arcadia Method¬ 
ist Hospital, and com¬ 
plained of pain in the right 
leg. An examination re¬ 
vealed contusions and mi¬ 
nor abrasions, but no frac¬ 
ture. 

Eyewitness accounts of 
the incident varied as to 
whether the drive stopped 
at the stop sign, or whether 
the pedestrian was in the 


crosswalk. Sierra Madre

Christensen said that the 
driver was not being 
charged, and urged resi¬ 
dents to be more careful 
driving in the rain and 
throughout the short days 
of the holiday season.

Russo of the AIDS Service 
Center’s annual Posada. 
This year, close to 11,000 
people turned out for the 
community awareness/ 
fundraiser project on De¬ 
cember 7, leading to 
specualation that AIDS 
Service Center will raise 
more than last year’s total 
of $407,000. 

“The community sup¬ 
port is just tremendous,” 
said Russo, “both from the 
residents and the mer¬ 
chants. The two-mile walk 
culminated in the placing 
of 6,000 candles on the 
ground at Pasadena Plaza. 
The candles, says Russo, 
“represent hope for people 
currently living with 
AIDS, especially in light 
of new treatments, as well 
as rememberance for those 
who have died of AIDS. 
Posada walkers wrote the 
names of loved ones who 
had died from AIDS on the 
ground at City Hall. The 
lists, some of them quite 
long, are staggering in ap¬ 
pearance, and even more 
staggering when one con¬ 
siders that they’re only a 
tiny fraction of the people 
worldwide who have been 
or are currently afflicted 
with AIDS. 

One local resident who 
attended the Posada is 
Arcadia’s Judy Carter, 
who has been volunteering 
at AIDS Service Center 
since 1991. She and her 
husband, Ron Johnson, 
have been walking for the 
past three years. 

It was in 1991 that 


Carter learned that her son, 
James Owen Carter, was 
HIV-positive. Judy says 
that James told her of her 
illness in May, “right after 
he found out.” Living in 
Studio City at the time, 
James was the traffic man¬ 
ager for an importing com¬ 
pany. In June of 1994, he 
became seriously ill, and 
moved in with Judy in 
July, where he lived until 
his death in December of 
1994, at the age of 34. 
James is also survived by 
an older sister, Linda 
Carter-Ferrier, stepbrother 
Robert Johnson, and two 
nephews. 

Judy’s dedication to the 
AIDS Service Center is 
clearly in evidence from 
the nature of her efforts, 
which vary from data entry 
to food delivery, and ev¬ 
erything in-between that 
she can do. A real estate 
agent who works full-time, 
Judy downplays her con¬ 
tributions, saying, “I do 
what I can; there are many 
people who put in many 
more hours than I.” 

The AIDS Service Cen¬ 
ter has close to 2,500 men, 
women, and children as 
clients, and performs such 
varied services as case 
management, transporta¬ 
tion, mental health care, a 
food pantry, and commu¬ 
nity education. The walk¬ 
ers all gather sponsors, and 
there is entertainment pro¬ 
vided on the way, with 
several Pasadena houses 
of worshop of all different 
faiths participating. 


When asked if she’s 
noticed a change in the 
five years that she’s been 
involved with AIDS Ser¬ 
vice Center, Judy Carter 
said, “Oh my goodness, 
yes. It didn’t used to be 
like this, but now, every 
time I tell someone about 
my loss, they have some¬ 
one they know. There’s 
almost nobody I mention 
this to now who hasn’t 
been touched by this. The 
list keeps growing and 


growing. 

In October of this year, 
Judy went to Washington 
D.C. for the “Names 
Quilt,” and made a panel 
that was added to the quilt. 
There are over 45,000 pan¬ 
els now, and they represent 
a small fraction of the 
close to 300,000 people 
who have died from AIDS. 
Through her efforts, 
clearly a large part of 
James Owen Carter lives 
on.

QUESTION; I tried to start my 1979 
Ford Pinto but all I heard was a ticking 
sound. A friend explained the problem, but 
I'm not clear on what he said. Can you 
explain some of the reasons the starting 
difficulty might have occurred-J.L. 

ANSWER: Some possible reasons: 
the battery, the starter or the solenoid 
switch which activates the starter. (The 
ticking sound comes from solenoid at¬ 
tempting to activate the starter). These 
three components must be functioning 
pij^jly .fqr^e engine to st^, and a prob- 
le^ij^w^th.a^'Of them could create thp 
problem you experienced. 

When the battery does not generate 
enough electricity, it cannot energize the 
solenoid switch to operate the starter. If the 
battery is fully charged, another part of the 
starter system could be malfunctioning 
such as the starter or the solenoid switch.

Solis Voted 1997 
George Woolf JockQ^ 

Award 


Alex Solis, a 32-year-old native of Panama, has been chosen the recipient of the 
1997 George Woolf Memorial Jockey Award in voting by other jockeys throughout 
North America. 

The Woolf Award, named for an accomplished rider of the 1930s and ’40s, annu¬ 
ally honors a Jockey who.se career and character reflect credit on himself and Thor¬ 
oughbred racing. 

Solis, who lives in Southern California with his wife Sheila and their four children, 
competed with Ruben Hernandez, Dean Kutz, and Jeff Lloyd for the Woolf Award, 
which will be pre.sented in a ceremony at Santa Anita Park early next year. 

He is a product of the famed Panama City Jockey school which also graduated such 
riders as Laffit Pincay, Jr., Jorge Velasquez, Braulio Baeza and Manuel Ycaza. Solis’ 
original venture to the U.S. was at Calder Race Course in Florida in 1982. 

By the following year he had won the Flamingo, and from there the list of impor¬ 
tant victories expanded rapidly, especially after he switched his base of operations to 
Southern California in 1985. Solis was the regular rider of champion Snow Chief, the 
1986 winner of the Preakness and Florida, Santa Anita and Jersey Derbies. 

Some of his other top mounts have been Dare and Go, Criminal type, Bertrando, 
Sea Cadet, Pleasant Tap, Raintrap, and Dahar. He was aboard Dare and Go this sum¬ 
mer to defeat Cigar in the Pacific Classic at Del Mar. 

Now on a streak of leading the jockeys at the most recent Hollywood Park, Del Mar 
and Oak Tree meetings, Solis on the personal side is noted for his earnings from a day 
of riding at Santa Anita to the American Red Cross for victims of a devastating local 
earthquake. 

George Woolf, known as ‘The Iceman” for his cool riding tactics, won many stakes 
of his era, including the first running of the Santa Anita Handicap on Azucar in 1935. 
He died as the result of a spill at Santa Anita in 1946. A life-size bronze statue of Woolf 
is situated in the track’s Paddock Gardens.

Word was recently received by long-time friend, Marcella Whitmore of Arcadia, 
of the passing of the Honorable John L. E. “Bud” Collier, retired Assemblyman who 
represented portions of the western San Gabriel Valley from 1946 to 1978. 

Mr. Collier died Oct. 2,1996 at the age of 92, at Jackson’s Hospital in Montgom¬ 
ery, Alabama. He was bom in Wetumpka, Alabama, Sept. 6,1904, the son of a black- 
smith-farmer. 

During his 32-year tenure in the California Legislature, Mr. Collier served as 
Chairman of the Republican Caucus, of the Los Angeles City Delegation in the As¬ 
sembly and of the Assembly Education Committee. He was a co-author of the Cali¬ 
fornia Water Plan; authored the first Lobby Control Act and the educational plan of 
“Leam-Eam-Reimburse” and the “Collier Factor” which was instrumental in reduc¬ 
ing class size in grades one through three. 

His last district office was in the City of Arcadia, where Doris Covell, Arcadia, 
served as his District secretary. Ms. Whitmore, who served as part-time secretary, 
remembers him fondly as a gallant southern gentleman. “Bud,” as he was known, 
appointed mostly women, whom he affectionately called the “Collier Lovelies” to 
the Republican State Central Committee. 

In addition to his professional contributions. Assemblyman Collier gave of his time 
and energy on behalf of Kappa Sigma Fraternity, the Elks, Kiwanis International, 
American Legion, Veterans of Foreign Wars, Los Angeles Town Hall and the Ma¬ 
sons. 

Collier attended the University of Alabama and played football in his freshman 
year before transferring to Occidental College, L.A., CA, where he was an All-Con¬ 
ference fullback. A full-time undergraduate, he earned his mition by running a milk 

route at night in his first year there and 
subsequently worked a split shift at 
Sparkletts Water Co. 

During World War H, he was a Com¬ 
bat Intelligence Officer in the U.S. Army 
Air Corps and participated in the inva¬ 
sions of Sicily, Italy, France and Hol¬ 
land. Following the war, he was elected 
to the Assembly in 1946 on a platform 
based on a strict interpretation of the 
Constitution of the United States, a po¬ 
sition he maintained throughout his life. 

From 1978 to 1994, Collier resided at 
El Macero Golf Club, Davis, CA, fiom 
whence he made several world golf 
tours, including the “Old Course” at St. 


Andrews in Scotland. In 
1994, he returned to Ala¬ 
bama to be with his ex¬ 
tended family who called 
him their hero, according 
to his devoted niece, 
Cathlyn Blankenship of 
Montgomery, Alabama. 
He is survived by one sis¬ 
ter, Luvenia Collier Price, 
of Montgomery, and nu¬ 
merous nieces. 

Private services were 
held at Wetumpka City 
Cemetery in Alabama, on 
Oct 20.

At the Dec. 10 meeting 
of the AUSD Governing 
Board, John Wuo began 
by discussing the dangers 
of roller blading during a 
time allotted for audience 
comments. 

Wuo, who is involved 
with the administration of 
the Chinese School across 
the street from First Av¬ 
enue School, cited an in¬ 
jury to a student on cam¬ 
pus as a result of students 
roller blading in an unsafe 
area. He said that he hoped 
that the AUSD Governing 
Board could act on this 
problem. 


The student representa¬ 
tive, Daniel Kwan, dis¬ 
cussed ABC-TV’s channel 
7 report on Nov. 27, which 
featured Arcadia High 
School along with several 
other southland schools. 
The AHS portion of the 
report showed parents 
having access to the 
Internet in being able to 
check their child’s 
progress at school. 

The action agenda dealt 
with matters financial, and 
each met with a 5-0 vote of 
approval from the Govern¬ 
ing Board. First was a pre¬ 
sentation of the audit re¬ 
port for 1995-96, given by 
a representative of the 


CPA firm, Vicenti, Lloyd 
and Stutzman. Next was a 
first interim financial 
statement and certificate of 
solvency, as of Oct. 31. In 
the case of AUSD, one of 
the major items of change 
to the budget was the 
implementation of class 
size reduction revenue/ex¬ 
pense. During a public 
hearing for the acceptance 
of bids to lease surplus 
property, a sealed bid was 
approved by the board for 
the amount of $15,000, 
with $3,000 as a down 
payment. 

The lone information 
item on the evening’s 
agenda was a presentation 


of the results of standard¬ 
ized testing, in Spring 
1996, for all students in 
grades 2—10. All in all, 
Arcadia students scored 
consistently over a three- 
year period in each grade 
level. Most scores were 
above the 70th percentile 
for three years in reading, 
while most scores were 
above the 75th percentile 
for writing. Math was very 
strong, with grades five 
through ten achieving 
above the 80th percentile. 
However, there was a con¬ 
sistent “dip” in scores in 
the middle grades after 
grade six for language arts. 

In the future, the district 


hopes to clarify curricular 
expectations for grades 
seven and eight in gram¬ 
mar and basic reading 
skills. Likewise, materials 
and training in these areas 
also need to be identified 
and provided, said Dr. 
Mary Ann Sund, director 
of curriculum and assess¬ 
ment, who gave the pre¬ 
sentation to the Governing 
Board that evening. 

Tuesday evening’s 
meeting was the last one 
for 1996. The next meeting 
of the AUSD Governing 
Board will be at 7 p.m. in 
the Board Room, on Jan. 
14, 1997.

St. Rita’s Parish 
First Sunday off Advent 


by Margaret Duran 

The liturgical year stretches between the two great 
moments in the saving of the created world: the birth of 
a Savior in Israel and His second coming at the end of 
the world. Here on the First Sunday of Advent the read¬ 
ings unite both events. Thus the end of one year and the 
beginning of another are bonded together. 

Isaiah sees the coming of a day when instruction will 
go out from Zion, the work of the Lord from Jerusalem. 
Many people will turn in the direction of the mountain 
of the Lord to hear the news. No doubt what Isaiah had 
in mind back in the 8th century BC was peace for Israel 
from the conflicting powers of Egypt and Mesopotamia 
and the restoration of religion. But it is the character of 
inspired writing to see farther than it knows. We who 
live later can see the deeper realization of the prophet’s 
words. The light of the Lord would indeed shine in 
Judah. This was to be the first great moment in the sav¬ 
ing of the work: the birth of a Savior.
